But every 
East European satellite is still a police- 
state. 

The Eastern Eden is bounded, if not 
by a flaming sword, then by barbed 
wire, land mines, electrified fences, to 
keep its people from going West of 
Eden. The puppet-armies, except for 
the Czech, are still unreliable. 

Inside the big cities a foreigner dares 
not ask anyone to meet him in his 
hotel, lest his visitor be questioned later. 
If he takes a taxi to someone's house 
and tries, by a ruse, to stop at another, 
the driver will wait to make sure that 
he doesn’t come out immediately. 

The bureaucracy is stifling. The cor- 
ruption — in false accounting and in 
pilfering from the state — is deep and 
persuasive. The task of training a na- 
tive ruling elite is still troubling the 
Russians. In a number of cases, despite 
the traditional anti-Semitism of Hun- 
ary and Rumania, they have had to 
call on Jewish Communist leaders to 
take important government posta. 

‘Doubtless this is also a form of ia- 
surance against the days of wrath to 
come: if things go badly they can al- 
ways blame it on the Jews as scape- 
goats. The few Jews who are allowed 
to leave ‘no one knows who will be al- 
lowed, or when or by what logic) take 
with them only what they wear, and 
their friends dare not bid them good- 
bye openly. 

The peopie are hungry, as they are in 
Russia, for news from Western Europe, . 
for books on’ music and painting, for 
gossip of art and the theatre. The, hu- 
man material has not been destroyed, 
and even the years of indoctrination- 
have not dehumanized many except for 
the professional puppets. It would be a 
terrible mistake to break communica- 
tion with these people and let them lose 
hope.
